On 10 November 1946 a special service was held in St, Nicholas Church in Vienna, 
to celebrate the completion of the repairs on the Church.

Lebedenko, Boris Churallyov, who represented Poland, and Colonel Kotolov, chief 
of the political section of the Russian Komondatura, were also present. Metro~ 
politan Sergei thanked Lebedenko for the Russians’ finencial and material 
assistance in the repairs of the church snd said he hoped for a continusnoe of 
the "good understanding between church and government", After the service, 
General Lobedenko and his staff dined at Sergei's apartment with Sergei and his 
staff. Chernuchin, Chief Warden of St. Nicholas, reported on church finances 
snd again thanked Lebedenko for his senerosity. 
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
